When 1 was in 
America before there were but twenty i in Society 
in this Circuit; and it was much doubted. at 
the Conference, whether” it would be for the 
glory of God to ſend even one Preacher to this 
part of the country. But now, chiefly by the 


means of two young men, Hape Huli, and 


Jeremia Maſton, the Society conßiſis of eight 

hundred; and twenty three meinbers; and no 
leſs: than two and twenty preachingihouſes have 
been èrected in this ſingle Circuit in the courſe 
of che laſt year. The Preachers here ride about 


one hundred miles a weeks upon an average; 


but the ſwamps*and.moralſfes ihey have to- paſs'

fineſt proſpect from his'&welling-houle of open 
lands, waods, and water, that, I think, I have 
feen in America. We have in this State got up 
to the Cheroſee- Indians, Who are in general a 
peaceable people. I truſt, the grace of God 
will in time get into ſome of their hearts. 


In travelling through Virginia, our rides 


were ſo Tong, that we were frequently. on horſe- 
back till midnight after preaching in the middle 


of the day. Since I left CHarleſlon, I have got 


into my old romantic way! of. hfe, of preaching 
in the midſt of great foreſts, with ſcores, or 


fometimes hundreds of horſes tied to the trees; 


- which adds much ſolemnity to the ſcene... 
In the courſe of my journey through this 


State, I viſited the county of Halliſax, where I 

met with a little perſecution on my former 
viſit to this Continent, on account of the public 
teſtimony I bore againſt Negro- Slavery. I am 


now informed that ſoon aſter I leſt the county 
on my former tour, a bill: was preſented againſt 
me as a ſeditious perſon before the Grand Jury, 
and! was found by the Jury; and ninety 
perſons had engaged to purſue me, and bring 
21 Go at BEES: mie 
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me back again: bat their hearts fajled them. 


Another. bill, was alſo preſented in one of 'the 
neighbouring. counties, but was - thrown out, 
Many of the people, I find, imagined that 1 
would not venture amongſt them again. How- 
ever, when I came, they all received me with 
berledt peace. and quieineſs; and my vilit, 1 
b ocalon 60 believe, was made A bleſſing to 
many. Indeed I now acknowledge that however 
juſt my ſentiments may be concerning Slavery, 
it was ill judged of me to deliver them from the 
pulpit, . A man who purſued me with a gun in 
order to ſhoot me when I was in this neigh» 
bourhood before (but this circumſtance was then 
ſecreted from 'me}; is now converted to God, 
and become a member of our Socieix. 
In Mecklenhurgh-county.,in this State, where 
the Lord is not only increaſing but deepening 
his work in a very glorious manner, we held 
our ſecond Conference. After ſome litile jea- 


louſies were removed, we renewed: our love 


more cloſely than ever, and our whole buſineſs 
was conducted with great | diſpatch. and moſt 
perfect unanimity. On the Lord's-day I had 
the largeſt congregation. I ever ſaw. in America, 
although there was no town within a great 
many miles of the place: I think there were 
about four thouſand hearers. We here or- 
dained five Deacons in public, and it was a 
very ſolemn and profitable time, I believe to 
very many. „ a1 ͤ 8.

One cireumſtance at tbis Conference gave 
me very great pleaſure. Brother Hawes, one 
of our Elders, who laſt year was ſent. with a 
Preacher to Kentucke on the banks of the Ohe

account of the proſpeck in his diſttict, and ear. 
neſtly implored ſome: further aſſiſtance. . But, 
obſerve!” added he, No one muſt be appointed 
for this country, that is afraid to die! For 
there is now war with the Indians, who fre- 
quenily Turk behind the. trees, ſhobt the tra. 
vellers, and then ſcalp them: and we have 
one Society in the very frontiers of the Indian 
country. After this letter was read, a bleſſed 
young man (Brother Wilkam/on)' offeted himſelf 
as a volunteer for this dangerous work, What 
can we not do or ſuffer, when the love of Chriſt 
conſtrains: . 

In a few days aſter. tiki: we arrived at 
Rickmond. Many of the inhabitants, 1 Was 
informed. bad ſaid that I would not dare to 
venture. into that town (which is the cat of 
Government in Virginia) on account of a pe- 
tition for the abolition of Negro: Slavery which 
had been preſented to the General Aſſembly, 
and bad been ſubſcribed by a very reſpectabſe 
body of freeholders, the origin of which was 
attributed to me. But they did not know me;

However, inſtead of oppoſition, the Co. 
vernor of the State Who reſides there, ordered 
the Court-houſe to be opened to me, and'a very 
refpeftable and very attentive congregation |

From Richmond to ee which is a 
hundred and twenty miles or thereab6uts, we 
have no Societies. At one of 'the' inns we 
joined a company of agreeable men, Who were 
not unacquainted with the Methodiſts, * though 
they were unacquainted-; with © God. Theſe

On dhe laſt day of April Mr. Aſbury ad 1 


arrived at gallimore; and on the next day our 
third and laſt Conference began: when, be- 
hold! Satan exerted his utmoſt ſabtilty. 
Never ſurely was more r peace and 
of God or any 
part of it, ſince the fall of man; than we enjoy 
in America hand every thing ſeems to be fallin 
before the power of the word. What then 
remained for the infernal ſerpent, but to fow 
the ſeeds. of ſchiſm and diviſion among our- 
ſelves. . But, glory be to God,; yea, glory for 
ever be aſctibed to his ſacred name, the devil 
was completely defeated. Our painful conteſts, 
I truſt, have produced the moſt indiſſoluble 
union between my Brethren and me. We 
thoroughly perceived the mutual purity of each 
other's intentions in reſpett to the points in 
diſpute. We mutually yielded, and mutually 
ſubmitted; and the ſilken cords of love and 
affection were tied to the horns of the altar for 
ever and ert e 
The Lord has done marvellous things in this 
land in the courſe of the laſt year. No leſs 
than ſix thouſand, ſix hundred have been added 
to the Society on the balance in the United 
States alone. And, praiſed be the Lord, the 
work is deep as well 4s wide.” Oithat I myſelf

At this Conference another young man offered 
himſelf as a volunteer for Kentucle : and the two 
Preachers are to be ſent off as ſoon as poſſible, 
breathing the true ſpirit of Miſſionaries. 

1 felt much of the power of God in all my 
public adminiſtrations at Baltimore; and I have 
no doubt but many of my hearers felt it too. 
The divine Comforter was alſo very gracioufly 
preſent at the ordination of two Elders and 
Gleven Daicbass!: 5 1th ev SEARS oy, 
On Tueſday: the 8th of May, Mr. | Afbury 
and I paid a viſit to our New College, which

The 
ſituation pleaſes me more and more. Our 
object is (not to raiſe Goſpel-Miniſters, but) to 


ſerve our pious friends and our married Preach- 


ers in the proper education of their ſons. 
We now viſited: our affectionate Societies in 


Philadelphia and New-York. In each of theſe 


cities we want a ſecond Church, and, I believe, 
the Lord will ſoon enable them to bring this to 
Not meeting with a ſuitable. fhip in' the port 
of New-York, (and after taking an affeftionate 
leave of my dear friend Mr. Aſbury) I returned 
.to Philadelphta. On the road I waited on Mr. 
Ogden, of Elizabeth. Torun, Neu- Jerſey, a Miniſter 
of the Church of England, and a Mipiſter allo 
of Jeſus Chriſt. He is the only regular Miniſter 
I have met with, that enforces the Methodiſt

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diſciphne among his people. He has many 
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e Claſſes under his care; and much of the life of 
God, I doubt not is among them. In the even- 
ing I preached in his Church. g.. 
On Sunday the 27th of May, after preaching 
a farewel-ſermon to our friends in Philadelphia, 
1 embarked. on board a Merchant ſhip for 
Dublin. The Captain, his wife, and another. 
Gentlewoman, who are my company, manifeſt . 
as much decency, courteſy, and reſpe&, as can 
be expected from unawakened perſons. But 
God is with me, his weak, ſinful worm, glory

On Monday the 25th of June, by the mercy 
of God, we came fafe into Dublin. Bay after a 
paſſage of twenty-nine days. And was received 
in much love by our Iriſh Brethren. I purpoſe.
